Ontario Speuils Now Year's Day Elec- 
tiufir Muulcipal Representatives 
—Mayors Returned. 



A Proldbition Plebiscite Indicates 
Very Largre Majority lu 
Its Favor.^ 



Toronto, Jan. 2. — The munloipal elec 
tions took place throughout the Province 
yeatorJivy. Tho reault of the mayoralty 
contest iu Torouto was surprising. Flem- 
ing, who has occupied tlio chief niagistrate'a 
chiir for tlio past two yours, and who at tho 
last election received 3,000 of a. majority 
over E. K. Shoppurd, was defeated by about 
■1,000 majority. The Protestant Protective 
Association ia said to have voted solidly for 
KouneiTy.

^ 'PARISH COUNCILS' BILL. 

The' Government Has Elfectcd a Uoniproiulso 
AVlth tho Conservatives. 

London, Jan. 2. — At a meeting of tho 

Radical members of tho House of Commona 
hold to-day, it waa decided to support tho 
several amendments to the Parish Council's 
bill iooluded in the Ooverament compromise 
witli the Conaervativea on that measure. 
Though violent apoeohea were made against 
the compromise, the Badioals will not 
finally venture' to defeat tbe. Qovern- 
ment'a arrangement. Snoh amendments 
as .will be accepted will' not much 
limit Its scope, which is far' broader 
and more rovolution&ry than any 
ao-called Reform bill since 1832. Even 
under the limited powers given the new 
County Councils in 1808, the most astonish- 
ing and diversified experiments in state 
socialism have bloaaomcd all over the coun- 
try. 1-leccutly the Cambridgoahiro Council 
opened a liig poultry nuhool at Whittlesey, 
where tho entire rustic population was in- 
vited to come and study gratia, under pro- 
fessional tuition, every phaso and problem 
of profitable poultry raising. With some 
thousunda of minor bodies given similar 
powers of initiative and expenditure, things 
in England are shaping in a manner which 
no previous Bystem of government has ever 
dreamed of. 



DUKE OF SAXE COBODRG. 

Questions In the Commons lis to tlio Duke of 
Udluburgh as Duke of Sa.xe Coljourc. 

London, Jan. "2. — In the Houao of Com- 
mona to-day Mr. William liylea, Jjiberal, 
brought up an interesting (lueption iu con- 
nection with the righto of tho Duko Alfred 
of .Saxe Cobourg Gotha, who us Duke of 
Edinjjurgb ia onn of the hereditary law- 
makers (if Great ]5ritain. Mr. By lea asked 
whether D.uko Alfred retained his right aa 
a peer of the realm to vote for the revision, 
rejection or approval of bills passed by the 
House of Commons. Mr. Gladstone replied 
that tho question was one that must be de- 
termined liy tho House of Lords itaelf, that 
House being tho judge of tho qualifioations 
of its own members. Mr. Robert Burno, 
Liberal, demanded that the terms of the 
oath taken by the Duke aa a German aovor- 
eign be produced in the House. 

Sir Edward Grey, Parliamentary secre- 
tary of tho foreign office, replied that the 
copy of tho oath would lie produced.

Kliama Keproiielied for ills Deaertloii 
—Tho Mitxliu (Jun F!r(!. 

Cai'KTOWn, Jan. 1, — A dispatch dated 
at Palapio yesterday says : " Nutivoa hero 
declare that Captain Wilson was surrounded 
and killed near the Shanghai river." Tho 
whites . distributed ' thia report. Premier 
Cecil Bhodeswhilat here bitterly reproached 
Chief Khama and his fighting Indunas for 
deserting Lient. Gold-Adama. Kbuma re- 
plied that hia foUowera could not agree 
with tho fighting methods r of tho white 
men. Ho gave other /V excuses, in- 
cluding smallpox and the necesaity of 
returning to plough before tho ruins. Ono 
of King t^nbiuigula'a Indunas describe tho 
Maxim lire thus: ''I led my nion on and 
saw them falling like cut corn. Wo halted, 
knelt nnd fired, a. ill tliey fell. Wo lay 
down, protected by our shields, but moat of 
the remainder were killed, ao I orawlod 
away and lied."

NOilTHFIELD MINERS, 



Farther Negotiations With Snperiu- 
tendent Bobins-Work Will 
Probably be Resnmed. 



Au Investigation of thc^ Conipauy's 
iStatemeuts Justitica the 
Modified Scale. 



N.\N.\nio, Jan. 2. — (Special.) — Aa a result 
of the arbitration committee's interview with 
Superintendent Bobins yesterday, a mass 
meeting of miners of the district waa called 
for to-day. The meeting opened in the Opera 
House at ten o'clock this morning, when the 
committee made a report which was to the 
effect that having examined tho dilFtirent 
itoms of ^xponso attached to tho production 
of coal at tho Northtield mine, they found 
that the contentions of the management 
wore ciuito correct ; that in comparing the 
Btiitoments of the compiny, and the calcu- 
lations roughly made by the Northfield 
miners, they found that tho miners failed to 
make allowance for several important items 
of expense. Therefore, seeing that 
nothing could be done in this re- 
spect the committee endeavored, with par- 
tial success, , to get some concessions 
from the management, and Superintendent 
Robins had agreed to make a slightly better 
scale with regard to brushing, There being 
only a amalf' attendance, the meeting ad- 
journed till the afternoon, when the matter 
was again discnsied . at '.length.' .^Finally a 
secret ballot was taken,- witlt , the resntt 
that by 1,'35 votes to' 109, ; the' men decide4 
to uccept the modified scale. This matter 
being aettlod, the election of district officers 
took place, with the following '^results : 
President, T. Dawson ; VicesPresident, M. 
Flynn ; Secretary, N. Milburn ; Treasurer, 
J. Weeks. As tho result of to-day's meet- 
ing, it is thought probable that work in the 
Northfield mine will be resumed and kept 
going for the next six months. 

UNEMPLOYED MINERS. 

The Govcniuipiit Not In ii. I'osltlonto I'rovlde 
■\Vork for tho Jleu iit Kiiat Wellington. 

A Colonist reporter happened to find 
Hon. Mr. Davie ot the Attorney-General's 
oflicR yesterday afternoon, and asked him : 

" What ia the nature of employment which 
tho Government are taking steps to provide 
for tho unemployed miners at East Wel- 
lington ? " 

Replied tho Premier : " None that I am 
aware of. I was surprised and pained to 
read in your Sunday morning's issue that, 
in response to requests from the M. & M. L. 
P. association and Thomas Keith, M.P.P., 
the Provincial authorities were taking tho 
steps which your question indicates. The 
miners have been, I fear, the. victims of a 
cruel hoax in being .led* to hope that 
tho Government could' or would pro- 
vide employment for them. There 
are, unfortunately,' .lots of unemploy- 
ed men, Jn other parts of the Province, 
besides those' at Eiat Wellington, and I 
regret to say, oasea of greater distress than 
at the mines. If the Government is to pro- 
vide work for the unemployed, it must bo 
general, and not confined to ono particular 
locality. Aa it ia, the Logialaturo baa 
placed no funds, at tho disposal of the 
iiovernnicnt, for any auch purpose." 

Uoporter — " It ia stutiMl that tliero aro 
some cases of (linf.resa aniougst the unem- 
ployed at Nanaimo ?" 

The Premier — " Sn, unhappily tlicro aro 
in other places in the Province. The Govern- 
ment iiavo a amall vote placed at 
their dispoaal in aid of diatress, 
and when Mr. Keith's letter was received, 
and tho Government were informed that 
there were cases of real distreas, tho Gov- 
ernment agent for tho district waa instruct- 
ed to make inquiriea and lo report upon the 
matter. Aa yet, so far aa I know, no re- 
port baa been received. It might bo with- 
in the limits oi tho fund placed at the dis- 
poaal of ibe Government by Parliament to 
relievo a few individual oasea of real dia- 
tresf ; but it would be an entirely dilforcnt 
matter to provide work for some hundreds of 
unemployed. As I said before, we have no 
authority to so apply the public moneys, 
whatever our sympathies may be."

Some fli.scuaaion also arose with regard to 
a rather general complaint o,a to favoritism 
in the allotting of work in the minca. .Somo 
men had good places and constant work, 
whilst others were idle more than half the 
time and when working were only able to 
make very poor wages.

Mr, Tirrell and his party piBsed 
the barren grounds from Lake Athabuscu to 
Hudson's Bay in safety, coming out on tho 
b»y at tho bottom of Cheatnrfleld Inlet, 
trhey then followed the west shore of tho 
bay, in <A .G&soc almost to Cburdhill, being 
the firat party to come down the west shore 
'of the bay in canoes or small boAts. Go tho 
16l/h of October they were frozen in 
a short distance north of Churchill, 
and gutting out at that placo came 
south overland by dog train. Thoy 
travelled over Canadian territory horotoforo 
never explored by white men. Speaking of 
tho barren lands, Mr. Tirrell aaya : " There 
ia an area there, roughly speaking, of about 

,200,000 equare miles that has never been 
ccoeaed. The total length of thia trip 
thrdUKh an absolutely unknown country, 
which we ciroaaed without guides, was 850 
nillea. Thia ia the longest trip through en- 

^tirely unknown parts of America that has 
been made since tho Arctic expeditions in 
the early part of this century, conducted by 
Sir John Franklin and Captain Back."

It ia now, thought, how- 
ever, that .-by the middle of the month the 
enterpriae will be leady for the formal oere- 
mbnies. The delay is doe to some misman. 
aKement oonneoted with the transportation 
ot nearly one hundred carloads of exhibita 
and decorations from the late World's Fair. 
Over 25,000 invitations ' for tho opening 
ceremonies will he icnt to prominent men 
and women throughout the country as soon 
as tho d.ite is decided upon.

OUTRAUES BY COSSACKS. 

They Spear luid Knout Jlen, Women and 
Children nnil Coinnill Acts of 
Sucrllt'ijc. 

Beulik, Jan. 2.— Tho Cologno Gazette 
repudiatea the oQioial deniala of the recent 
masaacro ^of Catholics in Krosoho Kovno, 
Russia, and gives details of the cruelty of 
tho Cossacks, who speared and knouted 
men, women and chilJrou In front of the 
church. Tho bodiea wore thrown into a 
lime pit. The saured vcsaela and orna- 
ments from tho church were smashed and 
thrown into a cesspool. The olfioers also 
allowed tho Cosaaoka to loot the bonses of 
the Catholic inhabitants. 

In Novoinber last tho 'VoBaiBche ?leitnng, 
of this city, published a story from Kovno, 
capital of tho Government of that namo in 
Kuasia, stating that tho Imperial authori- 
ties, who, of course, aro meitibora of the 
Greek church, had ordered that tho Roman 
Catholic church at Krosche, in that Govern- 
ment be closed. With tho purpose, it ia 
said, of preventing tho order from being 
carried out, a large number of Catholics 
took poGBession of the church and a 
desperate oonQiot resulted. Twenty of 
the occupants are said to have been 
killed with swords or lances, while 
ono hundred aro reported to have been 
wounded. Those who were unhurt or only 
slightly injured lied Iiuiii Llio edilice pursued 
by the Coaauoks, who drove them into a 
river, whore many of them wore drowned. 
Tho orthodox peasants wore said to have 
aided in the massacre. Shortly alter tho 
publication of thia atory the Russian papers 
came out with an ofSoial voraibn of tho 
affair. According to these papere the Cz kr 
had ordered the church to be closed in order 
that a college be built on the site. Tho 
governor and three 'companies of Cosaacks 
forcibly dosed tho church doora, and an en- 
counter between, the military and police on 
one aide and the Catholica on the other fol- 
lowed. Four policemen were wounded. 
The oiBcial atatonient deniea the atory of a 
maaaacre of the Catholica, which it saya ia a 
pure invention. 

Tho Cologne Gazette, a few days ago, said 
it did not credit tho official denial and 
claimed to know that tho story of tho maa- 
sacro was true. To day tho Volka Zeitung 
publishes advices from Karoache, bearing 
in every particular tho first story 
of tho killing of tho Catholica 
The Catholica, wlio fled in disnjay when 
they saw so many of their comrades fall', 
ran in tho direction of tho river. The 
panic-stricken Catholics could not turn, for 
if they did, they would have fallen into tho 
hands of tho Cossacks, who, mounted on 
their horses, mado a short run of it. When 
the river waa reached, many of tho fugi- 
tives plunged and sought to swim to the 
other side. A number of thorn could 
not stem the current, and were drowned, 
the Cossacks standing on the bank laughing 
and jeering at them. Those who did 
not jump into the river were secured by the 
Cossacks and taken back to tho town whore 
those who had been captured at the church 
wore held as prisoners. Tho authorities 
ordered that all of them be flogged, and the 
order was carried out in the market place. 
Women, as well as men, were stripped un- 
til they were practically naked, and, sur- 
rounded by the heartless Cossacks and 
orthodox Ruasiaos, they were whipped with 
knouts. Tho story haa excited widespread 
indication, and peraona who are conversant 
with the: characteristics of the Cosaacks 
place no faith in the official denial of their 
actions on this occasion. 



ANARCHIST OUTRAGE. 

Attempt to Blow Up II Paper 3H1I at Angou- 
lemo With all Its Employes. 

Paris, Jan. 2. — Angouleme, the capital of 
the department of Oharente, where the 
recent trial of the Ai);uea-Mortea riotera 

was held, was the scene lasl> evening of an 
outrage, that is by many persons attri- 
buted to an alien anarchist who tried to 
obtain revenge for the fatal attacks made 
upon aome of hia countrymen by Frenohmen. 
A metal tube, which subaequent investi- 
gation showed to have been filled with com- 
presaed mining powder and naila, waa placed 
in Jouboit'a paper mill, a place where a con- 
siderable number of hands are employed, 
and the fuse attached to it was lit. 
It ia Buppoaed that the fuse was 
defective and that the fire was longer 
in reaching the powder than had been 
calculated upon ; for it waa not until nearly 
all tho employes had left the building that 
an exijlosion occurred. Soino little (latr.ago 
was done the machiiiery near where the 
bomb had been placed, but the Hying piecea 
of metal and nails hit none of them. There 
ia no question that had tho exploaion 
occurred earlier snino of tho employes would 
have been either killed or aeriously hurt, aa 
the bomb had l)ccn placed in one nf the moat 
frequented parta of tho mill. It had been 
concealed under a piece of machinery, and 
thus eacaped tho observation of the work- 
men. ICvery effort haa been made to arreat 
tho person who committed tho outrage, but 
ua yet without success. 

ONTARIO SCHOOL BOOKS. 

Kumorod Suit at Iiaw Aeainst the minister of 
Education and Others. 

Toronto, Jan, 2.— (Special)— The Even- 
ing Star suys an action at law hua been 
threatened against Hon. G. W. Rosa, ^lin- 
iater of l';ducation, Copp, Clarke k Co., and

PACIFIG COAST COAL. 

Harper's Weekly takes a much broader as 
well aa a sounder view of tho propoaod 
abolition of the tax on coal than tho Seattli 
Post-Intelligencer and the other Republican 
papers of the Paoifio Coast. lb argues that 
if the United States had been successful in 
(jetting poaaesaion of Vancouver Island, the 
Americana would prize its coal fields very 
highly indeed, and would lose no time in 
workint; them for all they aro worth. There 
would then be no objection to using Van- 
oourer Island coal on anjr part of the Coast, 
In fact tho peoplo south of the Island 
would be rejoiced to have free access 
to such largo deposits of excellent coal. 
And there ia nothing now to hinder them 
from getting as much of that coal aa they 
need. The Island coal fields are virtually 
as free to them as if they are tho oivncra 
of the country. They can import coal to any 
extent and for as fair a price as if it had 
been mined in United States territory. 
The Government of Canada places no oj- 
Btaclo in the way of their getting all tho 
coal they need from Vancouver lalandminea. 
If they ohoose to impose a heavy tax on it 
and in that way make it dear for themselves 
and, by consequence, limit its supply, they 
have no one to blame but themselves. This 
is what Harper's Weekly saya : 

Half a century ago, on the other side of 
the continent, we were again disputing with 
Great Britain as to tho posseasion of the re- 
gion which ia now split up into the Ameri- 
can atatea of Oregon and Waahinglon, and 
the Canadian province of liritiah Columbia. 
For a while the cry waa " fifty-four forty or 
fight,'" Fortunately wo did not fight, Tho 
sober eecond aense of the American peoplo 
aaaerted itself. Wo agreed to a compromise 
in a dispute in which neither party 
could give clear proof that it waa in 
the right, and the present boundary- 
line between tho two countries was 
agreed on. As it happened, that boundary 
put on the liritiah aide the great coal fiolds 
of Vancouver, then undiacovered, which are 
the natural aource of supply for tho whole 
Paciiio Coast. While there are some coal 
mines of inferior quality on the American 
flide, by far the beat and most valuable coal 
comes from those on the British aide. If 
we had sueeeeded in IS4G in maintaining 
ouF original olaim, and if the mines had 
thus been thrown into American territory, 
they would have been . rightly es- 
teemed among the most important 
of nature's treasures on the Pooilic 
Coast, Are they tho loss, advantageoun bo- 
cauao the turn of iliplonjaoy threw them on 
the other siile of tlioline? If tho lan'l in 
which they are situated hiul been Americ;i.ii 
soil tlie Americana of the Pacitie Couai, 
would have rejoiced in getting the advaut- 
ugo of them tlirough a full and free supply 
of coal. Do they not get identically the same 
advantage if wo permit the coal to come 
freely to the porta of Tacoma and Seattle 
and Portland and .San Francisco 'i and ia it 
not cutting off our own noses if wo proceed 
to clap a duty of 75 cents per ton upon it ? 

There is but one answer to the Weekly's 
list question. If the Americans of tho 
Pacific Coast want tho boat coal within 
oa^y roach of them for household uao, for 
manufacturing purposoa and for railways, 
they are evidently stonding in their own 
light, or, as the Weekly puts it, cutting 
off their own noses, when they require a 
heavy duty to be paid on it before it is 
landed on their shores. That they do need 
it is evident, for in spite of tho heavy duty 
they every year import it in largo quan- 
tities. Mr. J. Steuart, a San Francisco 
coal and metal broker, in his report on the 
coal trade of 1891, saya : ■ 

It is of groat moment to this State that 
tho taxation to which its people are sub- 
jected ahould cease, a taxation not borne or 
felt to any similar extent by any other Slate 
in tho Union. I refer to tho Government 
duty of 75c per ton on foreign coal. During 
tho past decade our State lina paid, directly 
or indlree.tly, to tho Government, probalily 
not less than $12,000,000, and with our in- 
creased growth it will, for a like period in 
future, pay much moro. Wo need for our 
manufacturing industries, railroids, gteam- 
shipa, etc,, a class of fuel that the domeatio 



coal mines on the coast cannot supply. We 
want cheaper fuel for our homes. This ia a 
question'that afleots every soul in this Stato, 
and its import can be grasped by even tho 
dullest minds. The removal of this tax (u 
distinct burden on California), should be 
demanded in no uncertain tones of our leg- 
islators, and tho result of the coming na- 
tional election in this State may probably 
hinge on tho position assumed by either of 
the political parties in regard to this matter. 

If the Americana choose to keep tho tax 
upon bituminons coal — whicli ia not at all 
likely — they can do so. It ia their own look- 
out. If they prefer to pay a large sum 
every year for the privilege of using Rritish 
Columbia and other foreign coal, no one can 
hinder them. They ought to know their 
own buainesa beat, but when they say 
that they make coal dear for the pur- 
pose of benefitting themaelvea and advancing 
the intoroatsof their, country, we in Britiah 
Columbia cannot help smiling .and wander- 
ing at tho peculiarity of their logic. 



A GOOD SHOWING. 

The Publio Accounts for 189'2 3 show that 
tho Dominion of Canada'a incoino haa ex- 
ceeded her expenditure by !?l,.'>ji,55.'5, 
Tho income waa §38,108,008 and tho ex- 
penditure waa §;!G,SM,05'i. This is a very 
good showing. While nearly every other 
country in the world is getting behind 
hand —upending more than it receives — 
Ciuuula ia forging aliead. Her progress may 
not bo plienomenally rapid, but it is ateiuly 
and continniuia. The Public Accuunta too 
show that the Government has been prudent 
and economical. It ia the eaaiest thing in 
tlie world for a Government to spend moro 
than ita revenue. Demands, and demands 
too that aro dillioult to resiat, are eoutiau- 
ally being made upon it for works and 
services that rc(|Uiro tho e.xpendituro <>i' 
money. A few thousands hero and ii few 
thousanda there, all urgently asked for, 
soon make millions, and the Finance Minis- 
ter, if he ia not very careful and does not 
exercise u conaiderable amount of moral 
courage, will aoon find himself committed to 
a greater expenditure than tho atato of the 
treasury warrants. Besides, if estimates 
are not very carefully madoi the expendi- 
ture will be sure to go beyond them, Then, 
tho estimate must be made for revenue as 
well as for expenditure. The Governmint 
never knows aixteen or eighteen niontha be- 
fore tho cloae of the next fiscal year, when the 
catimatca are made, how much money 
will be collected. The difficulty of cut- 
ting your coat according to your cloth 
must be very great indeed when you can- 
not exactly tell hoiv much cloth you are 
going to have. The wonder ia that tho 
eatimatca and expenditure agree aa closely 
as they do. JSven in England, where Gov- 
ernment, finance ia reduced to a science, and 
where the Chancellor pf the Exchequer haa 
the aid of the beat financial ability that can 
be found, the actual expenditure aome- 
times very considerably exceeds the esti- 
mate, or the actual revenue is some niil- 
liona below what was calculated upon. In 
either case there is a' deficit, and a deficit is 
ono of those things which both the Govern- 
ment and the people diallke to contemplate. 
It ia pleasant then th(a year when deficits 
are so common, to find that the Dominion of 
Canada haa got a nice little aurplus. 

It may bo objected that " tho Bu,-phia ia 
often nothing more than a bookkeeper's 
device, and how are wo to toll whether or 
not this waa the case with Canada at tho 
close of the. last fiaoal year? Although the 
Public Acooanta aho'w a aurplua of a million 
and a third, the Government may have 
spent a great deal more than its rov^nuo. 
The Capital Account may bo big enough to 
swallow up tho surplus many times over." 
We are glad to be able to show that such 
was not the case last year. While 
the surplus ef revenue over expenditure 
was $1)654,655, the addition to the 
debt has been only ?r),'iO,000, The 
not debt of the country ia Sl>U, (181,000. 
Although tho amount of the debt haa slight- 
ly increaaed, the rato of intereat on it haa 
undergone a decrease, in 1802 it was '2 U.'i 
per cent., in 1S03 it waa 2.88. The burden 
of the debt, per capita, which is, after all, the 
fairest way to consider it, has not increased 
aurpriaingly since 18(57, tho first year of 
Confederation, lu that year the intereat on 
the debt \vaa $l.'2d per bead, in 1S77 it was 
SI. 51, in 1887 it was $1 88 and in 189;i it 
waa S1.77. The debt of the Dominion, con 
sidorcd as a burden on the taxpayer's, in 
ISO.'!, proportionally lighter than it was aix 
yeara ago, in 1887. Tho pi^ssimiata, who 
have for the last quarter of a century been 
declaring that Canada haa been going to the 
dogs, will try to explain thia away, but 
they cannot, with all their growling and 
their groaning, alter the figures. The de- 
poaita in the Dominion Savings banks in- 
creased during tho year ;i-'2,. '520,108, and tho 
depoaita exceeded tho withdrawals by §!).■> I, - 
.'iOO; tho total amount of the depoaita vvoa 
at tho end of tho year ^-l 1,819,050. In 1802 
the withdrawals exceeded the depoaita by 
§1,190,000. Thes6 facta show that tho proa- 
perity of tho Donunion is solid. \Vhen tho 
figures aro considered, it ia not aurpriaing 
that tho credit of Canada atanda high in 
London ; and it is evident that as long aa ita 
finances aro managed as prudently aa they 
are by the present Government, this agree- 
able and convenient state of things will 
continue. 



A PECULIAR TAX. 

If Congress roforma the tariff of the 
United Statea to the extent and in tho 
direction proposed by aome cconomiata, tho 
revenue will not be nearly large enough to 
maintain the Oovernmeul; at , the present 
rate of expenditure. New taxes must there- 
fore be levied in place of thoae that have 
been abolished. What aro these new taxes 
to bo and on what arc they to bo imposed ? 
As there are always people ready to help a 
gnvornnient when it has a dlUioult problem 
to solve, quito a number of ailggeationa have 
been offered, Some recommend that a tax 
bo imposed on incomes over, aay, five thou- 



sand dollars a year. Others say that a legacy 
tax will bring in a largo revenue, and will 
not bo felt to be burdenaome by the people. 
Soma maintain that luxuries, auch as silks 
ond champagnes, should bo taxed moro 
highly than they aro. Quito a number 
are of the opinion that tho Government can 
get all the money it needs if it places a 
good stiff tax on whiskey. Tho most strik- 
ing, however, of tho auggealiona is that a 
tax be put on bachelors. It might be sup- 
posed that this. hint.lVBa given to the Gov- 
ernment by ladies of an uncertain ago. Wo 
cannot any whether thia ia ao or not, but wo 
SCO that tho tux ia advocated very vigor- 
ously by at leaat one gentleman. That gen 
tloman ia the editor of tho San Francisco 
Argonaut. Ho evidently baa no lovo for 
'single men af ter " they , have pasaed the 
meridian of life. Thia is what ho says of 
the bachelor : " This unpleasant creation 
roams the field in groat numbero, and haa 
no friends but himself. Nobody would care 
how heavily ho might be taxed, no, not 
though under the weight of tho burden, he 
ahould disappear as swiftly aa has gone 
tho more useful buffalo." He accuses 
tho bachelor of " selfiahness," and urguca 
that ho haa no rights that either Congresa 
or tho proaa ought to reapeot. Ho deelarea 
that tho bachelor ia a " social anarchiat," 
and cousc(niontly unworthy of anyouo'a con- 
aiderution. He ia opposed to bachelorhood 
on liygienic grounda among othera, and 
quotea Darwin us saying in hia " Descent of 
Man," tliat " bachelorhood is moro destrue 
tive to lifd than tho moat unwholesome 
trades, or than reaideuco in an unwboleBome 
house or district, where thero bus never 
been the most distant attempt at sanitary 
improvement." This is hard on the bach- 
olora, and wo aro quite sure, Dwwin to the 
contrary notwithstanding, wholly undo- 
acrvcd. We aro fully convinced that tho 
ladiea, particularly tho young onea, would 
bo atrongly opposed to class legislation of 
this kind. But Pixley ia remorseless ; ho ia 
bound to have the bachelors taxed, and 
aaya, on whoao authority wo know not, that 
"tho Republican party ia willing toaacriflce 
every bachelor in its ranks on the altar of 
oni* common country."

This survey is interrupted just now 
owing to the fact that the apeoially trained 
surveyors who were engaged in making it 
are employed in similar work in connection 
with tho settlement of the Alaskan boundary. 
A record of the movements of glaciers in the 
European Alps has been kept for some time, 
and tho Alpine club desire to secure for pur- 
poses of comparison a similar record for 
other glacial ranges. 

EvEBimnKo looks favorable now for the 
speedy reopening of 'the Yonng Men's 
Christian Association.

eibly ia tho matter of uudorlinen, and 
so sis different nndergarments and six 
petticoats are considered a snitaWe oat- 
fit. Less iietticoats would do. 

Let us begin at tho beginning. Six 
Tindorvests of Hannel, threo for warmer 
and three for very cold days, and a few 
of gnnze if in summer. Flannel tights 
are worn in winter hy almost overj-- 
body, and over the.so cotton drawers. 

These aro trimmed lavishly with lace, 
Bouiutimes there being six and eight 
mflli.'S. Bows of ribbon aro often set 
on, liut tho majority of ladies wear plain 
embroidery and tucks or heavy hand 
crochoted lace. In some cases ribbon is 
seen through tho meshes. Few ladies 
of tho now geni.'ration wear chemises, 
hut put tho corset of whatever kind it 
is nest the vest, and over this is the 
neat corset cover. Now, the corset cover 
can bo ns plain as the wearer likes,' or 
it ciiu ho smothered iu lace and embroid- 
ery, but it is generally medium, as too 
mach trimming makes the dress look 
bulky. So we -will set that, garment 
down as profusely trimmed for young 
and thij. wonjon and rather plain for 
elderly and fat ladies. 

After tho corset cover, which may or 
may not have a skirt, comes a pretty 
flannel skirt, white or colored and em- 
broidered. It depends upon the lady's 
ago iind condition as to tho outside skirt. 
It may bo of eiderdown flannel in pretty 
colors, or it may bo sill: or white cam- 
bric, elaborately ruffled or trimmed 
•with numerous rulHes of lace. Silk 
skirts aro not considered high style now, 
but ratlier fho white muslin with sev- 
eral hemstitched lawn rnllles, each 
edged with narrow lace, generally Va- 
lenciennes, though somo other of tho 
narrow laces are \iscd, notably chiny, 
which is very dnrablo as well as pretty. 

All these aro garments which would 
really como imder tho head of every- 
day wear. The nightdresses aro of ev- 
ery degree of beanty and finish, tho 
plainest having rows of tucking and tho 
most ornato being nearly covered with 
lace and embroidery and often ribbons. 
There are some ladies who -would really 
prefer to have their nndergarments so 
trimmed than to put tho money in a 
sealskin coat if they cciuld have but one, 
so fine and dainty is their nature. 

Next to these garments como the 
lount;ing dress, which is slipped on for 
that delicious quiet half hour before re- 
tiring when one sits in a great easy 
ch;iir with her feet on tho fender, and 
thinks over the (•ve'nts of tln! day, and 
passes in review all the pleasant tliin^^s 
that havo happened, and plans revenge 
and sharp sayings to pay for the mean 
little stings she has been made to feel. 
In tho morning for the petit levo, as 
tho French call it, there is such a cozy, 
comfortable eiderdown flannel robe, 
■which is as simple as any garment can 
be, but fio loose and so warm that it is 
no hardship to leave tho downy bed to 
don it. This is generally of bright color, 
like red and blue, or palo pink and gray 
or blue, and it could not be improved 
upon for tho pnriioso. For tho hour or 
so before breakfast that one passes in 
one's room after tho bath or liutting 
things to rights this wrapper is a de- 
light. Then, when tho bell rings, a 
minute's work serves to hang it in tho 
■wardroho and seo another gown in its 
place, generally a neat, plain frock, 
snug and where it can bo compassed, in 
bright color, or at least witli soine 
briglit Bp(jt about it, like, for instance, 
a btisquo of red or blue, or at least with 
Bomo touch of color. Men like to seo 
bright colors and to take away ■with 
thoiii in tho morning tho vision of a 
spark of brilliancy that keeps their 
hearts warm all day. Didn't Josiah 
Allen's ■ wife wear a pink bow, and 
didn't Josiah get up courage to tell her 
that it made him feel liko courting her 
all over again':'

A 
pretty ono that 1 know of was made out 
of the back breadth of a Hannel dress of 
blue. Tho edges wero bound with the 
scalloped castle braid binding, and so 
wero tho square pockets and collar, and 
these had a feather stitching in .scarlet 
saddler's silk. Herring bone and feather 
stitching aro pretty and neat trimming 
for any such garment. Another sack 
bad tho front and back plaited fan shape 
and across tho bust and around tho col- 
lar a rufllo of white lace. The mate- 
rial was garnet surah. Tho sleeves were 
puffs, and I lie forearms wero set nnder 
ruOles of lace, linislied with a buw. 
Ono beauty of these garments is that 
th(>y do not require a great amount of 
material, and they can be made of some- 
thing already on hand, .such as tho back 
breadths of dresses that hav(i seen their 
day. Somo laco and ii little ribhon usu- 
ally finishes them irp so that they are 
really elegant. For new cloth it would 
t:\ke yards of cashmere. Ono very

Auuual Reports Prom Civic Olliciala 
—Warnings by the Health 
Officer. 



The City CouucII tnefc lasb evenlni;, Mayur 
IJeaven presidint; and Aldermen MoKillicaD, 
Bragg, Biker, Munii, Kobertaou, Belyeu, 
Styles and Il^rria also present. 

A oonimunioation from N. Sabine, uskiucj 
that a watering troimh for horacs bo placed 
oppoaite bia store at the oorner of Cook and 
•Frederick streets, waa referred to the Water 
commissioner for report. 

A letter from Archibald S. li'eltoo com- 
, plained of an open drain on Croft street 
Trhioh had the effect of turning the adjoin- 
ing land into a swamp. Referred to the 
Streets oammittee. 

Market Inspootoir Johnston reported re- 
ceipts of S71.75 at theoity marUot for Do- 
cenibcr. He also mentioned that the rooms 
in cho market building are becoming more 
popular und will probably all IfS rented, so 
that the expunaea of the placo will bo fully 
covered by the receipts. Received and 
\aied. 

On a report from the Finance cnir.inittce. 
Aid. li:.ker criticised the coat of the liurn- 
sido roi'.d culvert, which ho s ud seemed to 
have cost twice as much, douo by day'a 
work u9 it hud been, as it would have been 
done for by contract. 

Ami. McKillioan spoke to the same 
efTecc. 

I Ai.D. lii'.Aia; contended that the excess of 
cost oonipiired with the estimate wad duo 
to a niititaku in the estimate and not to the 
fact that the work had been done by day 
labor. 

The report was adopted. 

Another report and a requisition from the 
school board were adopteci without discus- 
sion. 

The Park committee, which now oonsistH 
i-aimply of Aid. Styles, who is al-o cluur- 
-man, presented a report of the yeai'a opi ra- 
tiona. there. This noted that -10 horse 
chestnut treed had boon planted during tho 
year, and that 70 trees had been blown 
down ; there had been l.IJOO yards of open 
drain and 'JiiO feet of tile drain laid. Com- 
,pleto statistics as to the animals in the 
menagerie were given. 

Ald. MiTNN remarked that by common 
' report, the horse chestnuts 'planted were 
mot likely to grow in the park. 

Au>. Sttles said few had died, except 
those burned by the grass fires or destroyed 
'by boys. 

Ald. Beltea expressed the belief that 
they could not grow there, and said that 
from his observation nine-teatbs of them 
were just alive and no more. 

The report was received and ordered to 
be printed in the annual report. 

The annual report of Iha City Health 
officer, Dr. Geo. H. Duncan, was read. 
This contained a warning against 
employiug Chinese about their houses 
allowing them to sleep out in 
places where they were cxiioBod to con- 
tagion. Attention is called to tiio danger of 
the spread of disease by reason of tho prac- 
tice of Chinese gardeners of using sewage 
and similar refuse for fertilizers. The lay- 
ing of a sewer on Cormorant street, and tho 
compulsory connection with it!of all build- 
ings there, is recommended. Regret is ex- 
prcaaed that the medical men ot tho city 
continue to neglect to report cases of epi- 
demic disease as required by law. Tho in- 
spection of milk received attention duriug 
tho year, with beneficial results. It is sug- 
gested that Chinese laundrymen should bo 
compelled to have their washhousea 
couatruoted and conducted on sanitary prin- 
ciples. He advises compulsory connection 
with tho sewers as they are constructed, 
and tho immediate discontinuance of connec- 
tion' with the surface drains. Attention is 
called to the necessity for a publio morgue. 
On the whole the condition of the city's 
health is shown to be satisfactory. 

The report was received and ordered to 
be printed with the annual reports. 

The Clerk of the Municipal Council pre- 
sented a report showing the by-Iawa passed 
during the year— about 30 — and those re- 
' pealed, and it was resolved to print this also 
in the annual report. 

The same course was taken with the 
r.'port of the Chief of tho Fire Department, 
already aummarised, and with tho polico 
court atatistics and librarian's report. 

The Council went into committee of tho 
whole on Aid. Munn'a resolution of tho IS'.h 
December, expressing tho opinion of the 
board on a variety of subjects. 

Tho eluudu recommending that tho legis- 
lature be uaked to pass separate acts gov- 
erning city and district municipalitiea was 
adopted without discussion. 

Tlie next clause was amended to read : 
" That persona wlio are exempt from muni- 
cipiil t iN aiou hhall not be entitled to claim 
r( giatrutioii us voters in respect of the 
property so exempted," and so adopted. 

Till! next was : " That the rental qualiO- 
cation of municipal voters shall not bo con- 
fined to householdera, but shall bo extended 
to all bona fido residents of tho city who 
pay a substantial rental and who in addi- 
tion pay all municipal rates due by them." 

Ar.o. MuNN pointed out that under the 
present system great injustice is done to a 
large number of persona who rent ofiBoes or 
op irtmeuts, paying far more than the sum 
aufBcient to entitle them 'to vote as house- 
holders, but who because they arc not 
actually householders are denied tho right 
to vote. ' 

Al.n.. BelYEA objected to tho concluding 
words, "who in addition pay all nmnicipal 
rates duo by them," because this would 
have tho ellcct of depriving a man 
of hia vote because ho liad not 
perhaps paid a S'2 road tax, while 
the fact of his paying that tax in itself gave 
him no right to vote, Tuo worda objected 
to were struck out, and tho clause as so 
amended was adopted. 

Tho clause providing for authority to in- 
vest sinking funds in first mortgagoa on im- 
proved farm land outside tho municipality, 
or in purchasing local improvement deben- 
tures, wufl discussed. 

Ald. Hei.yea spoko in support of the first 
part of tho proposition, showing that such 
security was tho most substantial that 
could he had, and that tho investment 
would yield bettor results. Ho opposed, 
however, tho local improvement debenture 
suggestion, 

Ald, Mdnn said tho effect of tho present 
system was to have the sinking fund put 
into a bank at 4 per cent, interest in a 
oountry where money is worth S or 9 per 
. cent. If tbe Ooiinoil was of the opinion, 
which he. was not,' thai none but a banker 
oduld be triiated to handle the sinking fund, 
"'then it' would be better to pay a banker a 
, substantial salary to handle it in placo of 
' -continuing to lose tho interest. 

The olauae was adopted on division, Aid. 
Harria and Stylea votiog nay. 
. The clause, adding to the dutiea of the 



court, of revision that of equalizition of 

assessments, next came up. o« 

Ald. Belyi;a pointed out the injustico of 
tho present system, by which reduction is 
made only in the cases of those who appeal, 
while men assessed at the same rate for ad- 
joining properties got no relief because they 
have not; appealed. , 

The clause was adopted. 

So also was that providing that the assent 
of three-fifths of the voters shall be required 
to paBs loan by-laws. 

Tho rest provided sums required by tho 
board of school trustees shall ■ bo provided 
by n sppiual ratn levied for that purpose. 

ALU. MuNK suggested that the same 
course should bo adopted with respoot to 
tho money required for polico protection, as 
tho couuoil had no control over this expendi- 
ture, and it should bo made plain to the 
people how much of their money was spent 
witliout tho control of tho council. 

Ald. Bi'LVKA took the same view, and 
with respect to tlio resolution, as tho council 
had no control, whatever, over tho dis- 
bursements of the School board, ho wished 
to remove tho semblance of responsibility at 
present existing from the fact that tho city 
handled the money, and he moved to add 
tho worda, " and shall be under the control 
of the board." 

TilK Mayor said it was quite evident that 
there must be a change, as the present sys- 
tem was not likely to work harmoniously 
for ever, as it had this year, but there would 
como a time when either tho Council or tho 
School board would make trouble, and a 
deadlock would ensue. 

Tho resolution was adopted. 

Alu. Hi'-NDHltfOV hero outorod, thus com- 
pleting tho C'ouucil. 

Tho clause providing that tho personal 
property tax collected by tho Provincial 
Government shall bo transferred to and 
form part of tho municipul revenue, was 
passed without disousaion. This disposed 
of the whole of the original motion. 

Ald. liELYEA moved the addition of 
clauses providing that not leas than one- 
quarter nor more than ono-half of the coat 
of any locol improvement may be borne by 
the municipality at large ; that local im- 
provement loans may he guaranteed by the 
whole muuicipality, though the rate shall bo 
levied only on the property benefitted ; and 
that in city municipalitiea aldermen may be 
elected in the same mauner and on the same 
lists as tho mayors now are. The last 
named proposition ho supported BS abolish- 
ing wards and ward politics. 

The first two recommendations were 
agreed to after discussion. 

Aid. Bragg and Robertson tipoko ogainst 
tho abolition of the wards, tho latter con- 
tending that under the now plan it would 
be possible for men with money, who formed 
a ring to carry any particular scheme, to get 
themselves elected to represent the whole 
city and then do what they liked. Aid. 
Henderson also sooko against tho proposi- 
tion, as tending towards centraliz jtion, 
whereas the opposite is tho correct prin- 
ciple. Aid. iluun strongly supported tho 
syatcm. Aid. Baker expressed himself 
againat any change. The ward recommen- 
dation waa then voted down. Aid. Styles, 
Bragg, B.tkor, Henderson and Robertson 
voting against it. 

Ald. Munm moved to add the provision 
already sufigested, that the police appro- 
priation should be raised by a special levy, 
and this was agreed to. 

The committee rose and reported the reso- 
lutions as amended. 

Alu. Munn moved that tho report ho 
adopted, and that copies of the reaolutiouo 
be sent to all members of the Legislature 
representing cities. 

The Council adjourned at 11:12 p.m.

INTOLERANCE DENOUNCED. 

Rev. G. A. Corenaton, rector of St. Paul's 
Episcopal church, Indianapolis, disguatcd 
with tho way in which the Little Sisters of 
tho Poor wero spoken of by some of the 
members ot tho A.P.A., said in a aermon 
which ho recently delivered : 

" I firmly believe there are Protestants 
who would rather soo tho city flooded with 
reeking dens of the vilest ini(|uity than 
witness the work done by tho Littlo Sisters 
of the Poor; 1 believe there are I'roteatauta 
who would rather see the city given up to 
the rankest corruption than to hear of these 
daughters of tho Divine love performing 
daily deeds of charity.

THE WOllK OF A CEANK. 



Still another story of death in the cruel 
waters at tho entrance to tho Straits was 
received over the telegraph wire from Cur- 
manah Point yesterday, the victim in this 
case being Mr, Norman Friend, as athletie 
young resident of Viotoria who oame here 
not so very long ago from his mother-coun- 
try, England. He has been, since his ar- 
rival in this Province, a conspicuous figure 
on tho football field and tho cricket oval, 
and has also won numerous races on tho 
path, sprinting being his special 
forte. So confident was ho in his 
strength that it ia tho fear of 
hia friends that he may have carried faring 
to tho verge of rooklessQesa, and so lost hia 
life. 

Having spent the summer in tho north 
with the Alaska boundary oommieaion 
party, he bad been doing considerable work 
with various surveyors in the field, and 
some little time ago went out with a party 
to San Juan, This was his headquarters, 
and hia neareat neighbor in communication 
with tho civilized world was Mr. -Daykin, 
the Carmauah Point operator. Knowing 
how dreary is a holiday iu camp, Mr. Day 
kin invilcil Friend and a companion named 
Joiieph Williams to spend New Years day 
itli him at Carmanah. It was when lliey 
were on their way thither that tho fatal 
ident occurred Tho scene of tho tragedy 
was Nine-mile river, a particularly danger- 
ous point carefully avoided by tho Indiana, 
and the circumstances are thus narrated by 
Mr. Williams in Mr. Daykin's lighthouse 
logbook : 

"Joseph \Villi»nis and Norman Friend, 
having been invited to spend Now Year 
with Mr. Diiykiu, at Carmauah, left San 
Juan at 8 a. in. ^Jo-day (Sunday) tor there, 
and on arriving at tho river known as Nine- 
Milo river, wo left the trail and started 
to como tho rest of tho way by tho 
beaoh. We had como half u mile when 
we met with a very dangerous crossing. 
It ia a gulch under a waterfall and about 
15 feet wide, with two stones in line 
to cross on, but the sea being rather 
rough I wantetl'hini to turn back and come 
by tho trail. But ho, thinking it could be 
crossed without accident, said : ' I will try 
it at any rate ; it is not far,' yet I said we 
had better not attempt it. I had hardly 
spoken when he jumped on to the first 
atone. I followed, but seeing a heavy sea 
coming, I said, ' We had better jump back.' 
He aaid, ' I will go ahead,' and he jumped at 
the same time. I jumped back, miased the 
rock with my feet, but caught it with my 
right arm and swinging myself up to tho 
bank, when 1 looked baok I saw the 
poor fellow in the midst of the boiling 
surf about twenty feet from mo. I yelled 
to him to swim towards mc, stripped ofl' my 
shirts and bolt, tied them together to throw 
to him, bin just then the eea swept him by 
mo. I grasped him by tho shoulder with 
my left hand and held on to the stono with 
the other. But the It ft hand being rather 
weak and he being apparently atuuned, I 
lost my hold and was nearly washed away 
myself. That was tho last 1 ever saw of 
hiin. I arrived at Carmanah at 4 p.m. 
Sunday, December .')!.

The late Norman Friend was a native of 
Budleigb, Salterton, Devonshire, and about 
2-1 or 23 years of age; his father, a retired 
barrister^ is one of the most respected resi- 
dents of the country. On his first arrival 
here tho deceased young man worked for a 
time for Robert Ward & Co., I^td. , in their 
olTiees, suhscquenlly engaging in survey 
work as before mentioned. He waa to have 
inherited a consideraijle fortune on 
ro iching his iJGt»h year, ar.d was 
already making preparations to return to 
England for the purpose of entering upon 
his posseasions. The immediate eaueo of 
his coming to Canada ia said to have been 
the death in l''ngland of tho young lady to 
whom he was engaged in marriage.

Hnclnllsls Burn Blllltary Stores. 
Bkhlin, Jan. 1.— A private deapatch 
from Warsaw says 100 eooialiata and irre- 
deatists have been arrested in coUnection 
with tho burning of military forage stores. 
An attempt was made to fire an artillery 
magnzinc. The powder stores are bcirg 
ologely guarded. 



The police of Nanaimo yesterday placed 
under arrest a man named George L. Brown, 
an etnployu during tho construction ot the 
C. P. R. on tho Onderdonk contract, and 
now perhaps 35 years of age. He baa been 
looked for during several weeks past on tho 
serious charge of sending threatening let- 
tors — tho recipient being Dr. E. B. C. 
Hanington, of this city— and only recently 
returned from the Mainland to hia homo in 
tho Coal city. The oircunistuncos seem to 
indicate that Brown has carefully nursed a 
fancied grievance for tho post ten years, 
until he has developed into a thorough crank 
with dangerous proclivities. Brielly the 
facta are as below : 

Ten years ago tho building of the C. P. R. 
v/as iu progress, and Dr. Hanington was iu 
charge of tho hospital at Yale, in this pro- 
vince. Among tho many men employed on 
tho Onderdonk odntruot was this George L. 
Browu— or, as ne waa then styled, 
plain George Brown: Ho was ' injured 
in an aooident of gome kind in oonncction 
with tho steam shovel, and instead of going 
to tho hospital at Yale, ho went by his own 
wiah to W(!Stminster, where he was attend- 
ed to by Dr. True. He remained at West- 
minster for sosiie time, then left and was re- 
ceived, out of puro charity, into the Yale 
hoapital, where ho remained for some 
mouths. The records of tho hospital show 
that he was sud'ering from a misplaced knee- 
cap, hia leg being in a very bad way. All 
that could bo done for him waa done, and 
ho left tho hospital. Dr. Hanington referred 
to hia case in hia formal ripotts, but was 
not called upon to take any active part iu 
tho treatment of his injuries, they having 
already been attended to liy Dr. True, 

Tho railway was completed ; Dr. Han- 
ington paid a visit to Kuro|)e and George 
Brown and hia injured leg fuded out of the 
busy praetitioiier'a memory. On his return 
from the Old Countiy, recollection was re- 
vived by the receipt of a note from tho 
))atient of 'til, aaying that ho proposed to 
take action for damages iigainst ,\lr. Onder- 
donk, and if unsucoesaf ul, would claim 
f'J.l^lOD from the doctor. This intimation 
was acarcely noticed by the doctor under 
tho circumatDUCCs, and the action against 
the railwoy contractor came to naught. 
Nothing more was hesifd in the matter 
until one day in November last, when Dr. 
Hanington received in hia mail a letter, 
which, though written in a semi-jocniar 
vein, contained the distinct threat that un- 
less §250 was immediately paid— •within ten 
days— a desperate man would take desper- 
ate revenge. If I do not hear from yon in 
that time, said Brown, yon will hear from 
me, and at a moment when you leaat ex- 
pect mo. 

There was a pontscript containing other 
threaths of contcniplatcd violence, and Dr. 
Hanincton, knoning well the character of 
" cranks," promptly laid tho matter before 
the police. Brown's arrest is the result. He 
has been masquerading lately under the 
name of Campbell, and a dispatch from Na- 
naimo soys he ^will be brought down from 
that city to Viotoria to-day by a deputy cf 
Chief McKinnon, tho arrestinc; officer.
